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Colleges’ new role ‘a positive one’ 


The newly diversified coIIarcs of 
education will be nfale to play a 
more positive role in the pattern of, 
higher education, Mr Edward Short 
MP, Lord President of the Council, 
suid Inst Saturday. 

Speaking at t lie animal dinner of 
Bede College in Duihunt, lie said 
that the colleges’ new role mu side 
lenclicr-traiiiMig offered striking 
opportunities. 

The recent slackening demand for 
higher education might he reflecting 


the world recession— or perhaps the 
increasing numbers of school leavers 
who found traditional courses un- 
attractive. 

»* In such a situation there are 
potentially great rewards to be 
reaped by institutions able to bring 
h new aiid distinctive approach to 
the planning and Introduction of 
new courses ", he suid. 

As newcomers tn general higher 
education, the former colleges of 
education could use their close con- 
tacts with the schools tu influence 


the kinds of provision they made. 

Earlier, Mr Short suid that the 
abandonment of the monotcchnic 
context, of teaching training was 
long overdue. Intending teachers 
would now study in a less, monastic 
environment, train alongside other 
students with finite different career 
aspirations and would therefore get 
a wider perspective. 

The expansion of in-service and 
induction training would bring col- 
leges, schools and sniffs to a closer 
mid erst mi ding .

How vouchers 
would work 

A theoretical a mil y sis anti practical 
guide 011 how an educational 
voucher system would work has 
been published. Anti it suys that 
the voucher system is the best way 
of reintroducing pa re nr a I choice 
into education. 

The authors are Mr T. F-. Utloy, 
lender writer on the Daily Tele- 
Hi' 11 pli. am! Mr John Udftl. They 
say in Boiling for schooling rimi 
most people would prefer to have 
a degree of personal choice, and 
that a single educational system 
dhcctly financed by the govern- 
ment, must discourage experiments 
and iiiiKivutiuiw in vdiuoliny,. 

" No parent can properly be asked 
to allow his child to be a guinea 
pig in oi-der to test novel theories, 
of the value of which he is not 
himself persuaded. He may properly 
be left free within large limits to 
send his child to an experimental 
school of hif own choice, knowing 
that he will be equally free to 
withdraw him if die result proves 
linsctisfuctory ", says the tract. 

But a state monopoly is unlikely, 
the nn lIioi's believe. “There is no 
tolerable method of preventing 
parents from using their own pri- 
vate resources to buy what they 
suppose to he etiucut-ioiial advan- 
tages for their children 

Vouches would be available from 
j»nsi offices in ihe same way as 
tumiiy allowances are., and would 
be used to pay schonl fees. They 
would also be taxable. 

"The voucher would he valid in 
the education authority area of 
issue for all existing maintained and 
direct grant schools and far all- in- 
dependent schools ’ which elect 10 
accept vuuelicr-payiug pupils — in 
practice we hope all independent 
schools. Where the cost of school- 
ing and therefore the fees did not 
exceed the overage for schools in 
the area, the parent would piv the 
whole cost nf schooling through the 
voucher. 

"Where the fees exceed this, the 
parent seeking admission of his 
child tp'titut school would- -bo. re-, 
quireti tn'pftv- (Mfferr(ir 4 ‘heiwcvh 
tin- or 1 uni fees .tiiti vmulicr out uf 
his own pocket." 

Parents would, however, be able 
to apply for grunt* from their auth- 
ority to increase liiu viriuo of the 
voucher if they wore in need.

With children whose home language is a mm 
standard variety of English, such :is a West 
Indian dialect, the impliciiim ns are different.

Tiit the laliei attitude to be realised in school 
four main conditions must be fulfilled : 
IbiifcrsffimJMf. As teachers, we must increase 
our knowledge about and understanding of the- 
be the same in a multi-racial classroom as in 
any other. The advantage of such a situation 
is ilmf it forces you in be clearer tthoui multi- 
racialism and ir seems particularly important to 
_ be. clear about the nature of the cultural pro- 
cess. Most English teachers have given up the 
notiup of passively transmitting one particular 
culture, it is not sufficient to study several 
literary .cultures, to add some West Indian 
novels or. Indian classics for “balance”. 

It is more helpful to think of pupils and 
teacheis os engaged in an active cultural pro- 
cess, a continuous' dialogue, in which the tea- 
chers try to help the chldren to a . clearer- 
understanding of their personal situations in the 
world through the imaginative experience nf 
literature. They can also help them acqoke the 
means of expression to articulate their under- 
standing. This involves trying to get to under- 
stand the pupils’ characteristic experience and

"Read me my star’*, the ytmiig man com- 
mantled, ns lie pushed the iihv’s copy of this 
i veiling Si uml 01 d u inter my nose, not u»o 
politely. 

“ Me nn fir ie.nl man, so lrhurrr Lumen” lie 
shouted, miller proudly. Me urns well aware 
of tin: fact lime most of his friends in the vourli 
club could not rend much either. He was proud 
of being a real member, not somebody different 
who could rend the papers or be mvare of 
himself politically. 

" But you went lo school here in London 
for nine years", I said. “ How come you have 
nothing to show for it? How come you can't 
even read your star ? ” 

In reply he shrugged his elegant shoulders 
and swore at me, in words that nre better not 
printed. 

This patticular club in Molting Hill wns nut 
built for black young people, hut the myth 
that West Indian youth could be dangerous and 
aggressive drove "most of the white boys a Why, 
and by the time l came to work theie it was 
more or less a blnck youth club. 

But how come a young boy of six could not 
even absorb the basic -methods of reading, even 
though he was in an English school ? The 
numbers of such cases are growing dally. What 
is there to be done ?' If this young energy Ss 
not tapped and used for the system now, who 
knows to what anti-system programme it could 
be harnessed ? It is like a time-bomb waiting 
Impatiently to be triggered into action. As long 
ns these young people are encouraged to be 
useless to themselves, to the society and to 
humanity, anything could result. 

The West Indian boy works and moves under 
a kind of myth, which he can do nothing about. 
Because of the media, because of the wav his 
history is put over, he is expected tn he less 
Intelligent than white boys of |tis own age.. He 
would have to fight everything, and: almost all' 
die way, to prove rhnt he is not so. 

T know this because oven though I am not a 
West Indian, I am both a teacher and a black 
mother with young boys in a London school. 
In most cases ihe boy acquires exaggerated ges- 
tures, and shouts in an unnecessarily loud voice, 
He. simply wanis to be lioiiced. But it is the 
wild behaviour that is mostly noticed by the 
overworked teacher, not the timid person inside 
crying to- get out.' By then he has acquired 
. the image expected of him. "Oh, he is only a 
West Indian boy. They all behave that wayi 
What do you expect ? " 

Mopt btnCk children leave school at the first 
opportunity, for the whole process is meaning-- 
less to them, Hie more advanced ahd complox, 
the syllabus becomes, the more impatient and 
. Inadequate they feel, and of course the more, 
disruptive. They rub shoulders yvirh their. daw- 
n jat£ Y' , hottv they know are cut. out for. higher, 
.things, , Inside the world outside, they-. find. thav 
have gained nothing from r school qhgt-wwiil 
qwUtjr them fqr any jot?.. 
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in l.vinlvii 111.U1 v I i tv racy elites have been 
LTiMlvd tn help these .-.nci.il -M :u.ih.jc*. I wax 
lucky to be employed tn help such buys at 
Dn.liiki in Paddington. Dashiki was a self-help 
project some blacks had set up tn correct some 
of the myths attributed to them ; this particu- 
lar project was the inspit jtinn nf Vince llines, a 
young black jonrnali'.i. 

The boys had learnt the bitter k-ssou of 
failure ami rejection. They had failed lu make 
any kind of foothold in this uncaring society. 
They had been rejected bv their parent* mid 
families. They were mostly bunions to llieir 
local authorities, who in most cases did nut 
know what to do with them. They were ton 
young in be sent to’ jail, and even if they were 
sent to borstal they could not sruy there for 
life, just for committing petty offences. 

After the pettv riois and small street fights 
in the Notting Hill and Paddington area, Vince 
Hines sow the way some young black people 
could be misjudged. He saw iIiul most ot these 
youths, wandering in the streets with 110 place 
to call their home, would simply dcgcnoiMic , 
and become hard-core criminals if no decent 
accommodation was offered. So he convened 
his flat into a temporary home for these home- 
less blacks. 

Vince was at once bombarded by licnuuul.s 
far above the number lie could cope with him- 
self. It was then that Dashiki (meaning shelter, 
protection and development) wns born. It wu!s 
still a self-help organization, biit it became u 
registered charity as well. Funds trickled in, 
and some of the local authorities who sent their 
most difficult boys to Dashiki were even willing 
to pay for their keep. With this little help, 
Dashiki became established. 

At first, all that Vince could do was to' see’ 
that the boys were well fed and kept present- 
able, while they were fighting for their rights, 
at the labour exchange or the Ministry of Social 
Security. Vince went with them to different 
offices, helped them fill in the required forms 
mid helped some lucky ones to find employ- 
ment. . 

The boys takon fa had diverse needs, but in 
the main could be divided into three main 
groups. 

There wert those who only needed a . bed 
for a night or two, alter which they would go 
hack to their homes to make up with their 
angry parents. 

Then there were those who wanted to stay 
for a week or two. All ’they needed was a 
..place away from the demands of their, homes, 
apd a kind of childish adventure which they, 
relr their home surroundings would not let' 
them indulge in. Most of the young people 
in this category made loyal friends and would 
. insit Dashiki from time to time, for 'a chat with 
..their friends or simply to dance to their reggao

To their cunteiiipiM .irios, ihe heluviuur of the 
dccstdc-nts Minieiiiiiex seemed like that uf

a ceftniu riji i-isity, as they are observed 011 
then- phosphort-icc-nl, de-liquesrent, mid fur her 
adolusceiit course. Philip Stephan decides that 
the key time of ill-- iiiovemeiit is Lite sad sen- 
sualism of Verlaine's ktuigueur, a view which 
is lur-lly new. But he shows that this poem 
by no menus crystallized the movement, whose 
merdtinculatif language cmd Creek slave boys 
'were flaunting themselves already in the 
pages of Le Chat Noir, and that Verlaine, 
needy and gregarious, kept his head, while 
quite -prfipnred to assume nominal leadership 
of the decadent school. The truth was that lie 
didn't cure what schools poets belonged eo, 
4 r p->ui‘vu qti'iU me foment le frisson ”, as lie 
decdtlenHv put it. 

Mr St»plran probes between overlapping 
periodicals, concentrating firmly on aesthetic 
decadence rat-her ihau on the wider ripples of 


the notion, and demonstrates in black and 
white the historical significance of bis art- 
fully timed -wimples. When does a decadent 
become a symbolist ? When all the gelatiitnu; 
impressiimisuf slops giving a sensation of 
reality, and starts giving a sense of unity. :

His selection is, ns it is flour ly 
intended to be, a good starting point, 1 hough 
1 lie note* are u little DyL-r -explicit. It's high 
lime readers .stopped being told that tlio .»mil 
of a in. id lier-Hi sobbing nil a lake, or a wagtail 
by a frozen lock, “nspre-ieirt the pnel. " ; tbey 
shoo Id be allowed a iluliciously slow intuition, 
if the foci; are not already crying out loud. 

Self-pity, which often breaks through the 
cool mockery of tlio verse, is a not-Sivarir ac- 
tive aspect of Laforgue. And decadent be 
cei ulidy ttys, v/.idi liis vivid colloqnialisin, 
his flail tnr such coinages as “ eteriiulltty " 


and ** sexiproc-il ", and his rusty world nf 
bai'rel-nrgaiia and borednm. Indeed, lie 
shelters quite effectively under Mr Sri-phan’; 
sensuous umbrella: starting with pathetic 
ojchihiriunwni, going on to piteous piqujnc'y, 
and finally getfin* genuinely rhw. The screak

The crux of the model' it deltaic

At one time, really not sn vei y 
long ago, it was thought that a com- 
pletely neutrul and true account of 
the past was well nil the way, ilint

Collingwoiid's arguments sn l- 
eiish lined in The I licit of History, 
which is mu si sysiciuaiic tremNe 
inn u pielhiinimis collection of 
psipets. Wli.ii CnHingwoml said, 
ciiulely. .was that history wsis 
remade in the mind nt the hislor- 
ian. Me relived the thoughts 
behind the hisroi icni actions lie was 
d escribing and lie nee the sic lions 
the ms elves. Thus historical' truth 
could only he personal and relative. 

Relativism, as an approach to his- 
tory, wii-i propounded in its most 
popular form recently by K. II. Carr, 
the •iiithor of a nnunnioiii hiuI 
ii neon i pleiad history of Soviet Rus- 
sia, in Ids 19G 1 Trevelyan lectures 
nt CuiHhiidge. Carr, who must have 
enjoyed selling the cat among the 
academic pigeons, is still being 
nimeked. The Tudor historian G. R. 
Glum devoted a goodly portion of 
Ids book The /Vm'iice of History 
f 1967 j io refilling him. At a dis- 
til nee of 14 years lie still merits a 
root note in Cay ("popular simplis- 
tic relativism "j : though Elton who 
shares sonic of Gay's opinions docs 
inn escape cither ("Good common 
sense mixed in generous proportions 
with elementary philosophical con- 
fusions "). 

Gav, like Elton, believes that the 
historiun can iiitain u significant 
degree uf objectivity. Fur, if his- 
tory reflect* the man writing k 
the man u-flecicd may also be a 
scientist. The implication for his 
chosen area of focus is that style 
“ need not he an undisioried reflec- 
tion of the historian’s private neu- 
rosis, soci.il local ion or historical 
epoch ", Certainly. 

■ But Gay's definition of style is an 
extended one. He means more Limn 
literary mannerisms — although h? 
includes the term used in that sense 
in his definition. (He draws an inter- 
esting parallel between the individ- 
ual writer’s discovery of n personal 
tone of voice through iiritiul imita- 
tion and the discarding of admired 
models and the enmnei nation of his- 
tory itself from the influence of the 
theatre, law-courts and salon.) For

I’oi tiling ilie contrast beLween 
the shell ei ed life nf Biirckhaidl, the 
gre.ii Swiss historian of the Renais- 
sance why w.is burn mid died ill 
Ihiiile, mid the viulciiCe of ill** gin- 
tiring contl uiiit’ri and artists lie 
loved to depki, Gay perceptively 
remark* that " A hisiurinn's choice 
of subject, and even more, Ids hand- 
ling of it, is a deeply emoidoinij 
affair ". 

The Imok is crammed with a prac- 
titioner's insights. It is frequently 
piofound and, unco or twice, even 
lucid in its profundity. Yet it 
rc-niniiKS an exasperating book ; 
uneven and gnomic. It sandwiches 
four historiographical studies — of 
Gibbon, Ranke, Macaulay, mid 
Burcklidi’ih — between a general 
intrudiiciimi and conclusion nil style. 
'The author informs ns that the book 
m acted life as a aeries of lectures, 
but that inncli can be deduced from 
the orotund, rhetorical patches of 
prose. 

For h book on style ir is not 
notably wei I- written : though Actu- 
ally 'according to Guv's definition 
there is no reason why it should be. 
The studies of individual historians 
are much better written and power- 
fully iiifiiied than ihc'gcneral reflec- 
tions which top and tail them. Even 
here the iimhor is perhaps not 
sufficiently down io earth. Style 
is not the pi miner of the laboratory 
lint the workshop. A man's blots 
and erasures, ilie hours he composes 
at a lime, whether lie writes out a 
seme nee piecemeal nr rolls out a 
whole paragraph— these are con- 
siderations nor to be despised. 
Gibbon, Macaulay and Burckliardt 
were bachelors; Ranke was married 
at 48. Perhaps this also had some 
bearing on the time they could 
devote in their style of scholarship. 

Professor Gay tells us that his 
book was lung gcstaiing. One 
accepts this. And yet h still looks 
like a hook produced iu a hurry. 
Siiiniilaring and valuable though 
his book is, the author may well 
look back und wish he had written 
it later.

In thi > book t lie author reviews the 
life cycles and behaviour of wasps. 
Many foreign as well as British 
Species are included, tlie lei m 
“ wasp ” being used in its widest 
sense to include not only the social 
wasps like the common wasp and 
hornet and the solitary wasps such 
as the potters and masons but also 
members of the ichneumon ids, bra- 
con id;, chnlcids and gall-wasps of 
the hymenopleran group Parasitica. 
' Tlie personal involvement of Jay 
Spoczynska with wasps shows 
through in this book quite clearly 
with many examples of original 
observation being cited. The style 
of writilig adopted is interesting 
and uniieivs-.ai y u-iuiiniilogy and 
jargon are k-jn in a mini mum.

Faced with such a mighty vnlunic 
as this, one's only and inunedinte 
response is to genuflect to the con- 
tributurs' enormofis learning. The 
range of materiul reflected in the 
entries is impressive, indeed, and 
searches deeply among stories and 
their characters, plant und Hiiimnl 
lore, religious ami folksong and 
dance. There are many speck I 
articles, whose sub-headings arc not 
often clear enough io allmv easy 
reference ; oue of the more interest- 
ing and erudite concerns Lithuanian 
lore, folksong und mythology ; and 
another, about the Mabinbgion, 
pives the origin of the name. There 
is a worldwide list of museum folk 
collections which is inevimbly not 
totally accurate. 

As a work for reference, the lmuk 
has limitations. The single alpha- 
betical sequence -of entries, means 
that variants of a given i ale or ihe 
ramifications of its motifs cuunni 
he followed up to any exhaustive 
.extent; because the variants given' 
tire selective and the cross-referenc- 
ing is inadequate. 

. That feature is one of the great 
virtues of A Uictionaty of British 
Folk-Talcs ( W. Briggs; Hdmlodgc 
& Kegnn Paul), which is admittedly 
, on a different scale. The niTange- 
. . meiit makes the importance uf roin- 
piir alive lore clear, but the diffusion 
''and pnlygciiftic theories are not 
•' clearly set out wftci'e they cun 
readily lie found. The niiumnl 
' leiids to be repetitive: for dxumpic, 

' ■ there ui e frequent references to the 
1 Hindu Muhntiharuid, nml this is not 
; surprising since it is possibly the 
■ -world's longest epic; bm again, it 
, .- i.j very hard, to trace every one of 
PjffP references. Additionally, the 
■■ ‘bibtiogranliles in some uf tlie" lend- 
> log articles hre disappointing: for 
maniple, in the case uf Arthur, no 
!i priainat sources m e 'given and pub- 
' ‘ .wshers are nut cited. Nnr is there 


any help in prunuiii-iaiiun hv way 
uf phonetics nr stressing. Wlun do 
you do with Chulchihuitlicue, the 
ludy of the jade green skills in 
the Aztec putitheon, or with the 
Shawnee Indian dunce kmikimt- 
wakauwti ? 

As n work nf knowledge, one 
notes that there is nn ifteminti of 
Propp, whose work on the functions 
of folktale throws an in teres ling 
light on the Aar it e-Thompson classi- 
fication, nr nf Cassirer or Lfivi- 
Stranss ; the article on the lore of 
Brittany does not mention the beau- 
tiful tale of “ Pcronnkfiic ” and that 
on Baba-Yaga ignores the etiquette 
required to make the witch's hut 
stand still ; the meaning of a 
Hungarian sneeze i.s nor given in 
the entry for “sneezing**, and that 
inane sage the Turkish Ilodja has 
no mention. 

This dictionary, then, is not a 
work of reference or learning that 
a serious student of the subject can 
rely on without going to other 
sources as well. This is in spite of 
the volume's final feat me, a key, 
which lists all the entries fur a 
given place, people nr culture. 
Nevertheless, die book's first appear- 
ance in this country— this first Bri- 
tish. edition is textually Identical 
with the American one, which was 
first published in 1949 and has -since 
Imun revised — is to be welcomed 
simply because it contains such a 
wealth of fascinating material. For 
instance, counting rhymes arc pro- 
perly culled “ roubles " ; and drink- 
mg front an antethysL cup cannot 
cause drunkenness. 

The dustjacket is a embarrass- 
nient to such a bulky book, hut there 
is hardly a pi inter’s error in he 
round. And, rarely in such a weighty 
volume, It is not without a sense 
uf humour. The entry far conun- 
drums asks how we know that Moses 
wore a wig*. The. book is also a 
bedtime browser, perhaps, foi' Hie

Having analysed the problems fac- 
ing the teacher trainer, Mr Wragg 
suggests some possible solutions.

In short, Teaching 
Teaching is a book which deserves 
m be read by rutin s in CDllege* and 
departments of education, and it will 
prove of cousidei'dhle use ro those 
icspunsible fur re-shaping the con- 
tent of education courses. But, far 
more important, the author has 
challenged us all ru reflect upon the 
value, style and content of the train- 
ing we give to' teachers.

LAWRENCE: PRICKLY MAESTRO 


The Priest of Love. A Life of D. II. 
Lawrence. By Harry T. Moore. 
Heine maim £ 600 . 434 47603 X. 

Lawrence was a generous writer : 
like his friend Katherine Mansfield 
lie gave freely of himself in count- 
less letters io friends and followers. 
Though he didn't keep a journal, 
ihe travel eM.iy,. ilmso forthright 
poems he wiciie so ctumuilsivelv, 
and main nf the novels (like Knit- 
-IW/D" and I'hc Plumed Serpent 
quite djiai L from Sous anil 
Lui-cru reveal clearly the tracks 
of hi.; rciilois career. 

But however open, however 
frankly untubiagiaphic.il a writer 
may be, i lie need for a comprelien- 
sive hiography remains, if only to 
show how subtly the artist alters 
what he borrows frnm life. Harry 
T. Moore's life of I). 11 . Lawrence, 
The Intelligent Heart, which lias 
been doing sterling service for 
years, has now been revised and 
reissued as The Priest of Love, the 
title originally chosen by Moore 
but opposed by cautious publishers 
in die fifties. 

The time i< certainly ripe — iE 
nqL over so— to name Lawrence 


"Priest of Love” (a quotation from 
his own leticis). His theories on 
sex and the relationship between, 
men and women have been so well 
aired that, in the present relaxed 
climate, it is difficult to imagine 
anyone being puritanically sliQcked 
by them. The first two- versions 
of Lada Chat ter ley's Lover, pub- 
lished in Britain only in 1972 , 
Caused Iinli’ public linreii. The 
pb'iuci lias ,k lowed i u-jpeciahility. 

ll.iriy MuMt e', nia m mot li work 
traces painstakingly, hut wit hunt 
ever seeming l.ilhiimus, everv stage 
in Lawrence's life and art : the love 
affair*; and friendships inlet woven 
with tile develupmeiu of li is puetrv 
und novels. Not least in the bonk 
is the tom pest units piesencc of 
bi'icda, who on Lawrence's own 
admis-tinn, iiiuglu him “ to let go 
a bit sunn- thouglit ton much. 

Worshipper nf Lawrence ns a 
cult figure wnuld he distressed by 
some of the I’iegrjphicnl insights 
afforded by Moore : Lawrence's 

early poetiy reading to Yeats, 
Pound and Ford Madox Ford, 
when lie turned hi : had; and read 
inuudibly and at length from his 
little book to an embarrassed 
audience ; various small weaknesses 
and some larger bout; of rage and 


malice (outstandingly, his Inex- 
plicably cruel letter to the dying 
Katherine Mansfield) ; or the inter- 
esting news that he was a canny 
businessman. 

Such fncts may not fit a fashion- 
able image of Lawrence, but they 
are-all of a piece: the 1 portrait is 
rounded- * and -satisfying. Genius 
uppenr-c imp"S-.il>l-' *.vii limit i out ra- 
dii 'tin ns. mid l.-.i wu-iivo possessed 
his plentiful share uf these. Since 
liU dcriili there li -is been :i steady 
flow of re in inis ce nces hy frieiids nml 
even mere acqu.i inl.it ices who could 
nor forgo the chance to comment, 
peril ups to get their own hack ful- 
some real nr imagined hurt.

Heinemann’s earlier History Broad- 
sheots on Chine, Revolution in 
China, covered the period from the 
closing states of the Second World 
War to' Mao Tse-tung's establish- 
ment ol a Communist: srate. The 
People’s Republic of China takes 
up the story from there, and 
repeals the same successful format 
ns ihe earlier pack of booklets. 

Each broadsheet is essentially a 
collection of documents — eye,-witi. 
ness reports, newspaper comment 
taries, official pronouncements and' 
photographs. Where explanation j{L 
needed, it is given,' and questions" 
follow each section. ' . 

The 26 broadsheets cover a -large 
range of subjects in. considerable 
detail. For much of ibis period, 
China's foreign policy was more 
apparent to outside observers, than, 
what was happening inside her. 
borders. ' 

The broadsheets deal not only 
with the events of the Korean War, 
the take-over in Tibet, border 
Clashes with India and Russia, ahd 
the Vietnam War, but also with 
foreign in teipr stations of China’s 
iaMentums. {

One aspect of the New China 
which this collection of doc uni cuts 
emphasizes is the divergence of 
outside opinion as to its achieve- 
ments. Valentin Chu, nn cxpiuriaic 
Chinese living in the United StHies. 
is one of Communist China’s most 
hysterical critics: “the commune 
system put men, women, children 
and the aged jn fepiegmcd labour 
camps .... aud reduced muciial 
redadons to brief, party-ratipited 
sex-breaks.” The wise and .sympa- 
thetic Edgar Snow, on the 'other 
hand, seems to have lx-en able not 
only to observe, but also to ask the 
Chinese leaders ilie light questions 
at the right times. 

The overall impression which the 
broad sheets give ns is of the achie- 
- vemcnis of the New China. From 
Snow’s interview with Chou Eh-lui 
in 197-0, romc-s this revealing sture- 
' mom: “'Hie present standard of 
living in China is of course much 
lower than of the United States.

included on some of the more 
obvious features ot their structure 
and life histories. Also for each 
aiiim?! there arc u number of ques- 
- tin ns posed to give the rdader some- 
where to start with his personal 
observations. The sections are 
. clearly written and illustrated with 
. line diagrams and photographs, 
some of which are In colour.

For 
example, once Pliiimas T. Barn tun, 
the American shownimi, had secured 
■an audience before Queen Victoria 
for ” General Tom Thumb", his 
diminutive prodigy who was not two 
feet high and weighed less limn 36 
pounds, then success in terms of 
ever-increasing amounts of money 
and publicity was assured. The 
methods used promoting the Beatles 
and the Rolling Stones this century 
pole by comparison. It seems the 
Victorians’ appetite for monstrosi- 
ties . was insatiable — witness Miss 
Avery’s account of "The Tlchborne 
Claimant who "weighed 27 stone 
at one rime”, which ** overshadowed 
everything else in the early 3870s.’’ 

Mr Grant’s text displays a differ- 
ent, .more 'psychotic sort of ingen- 
uousness : “ The secret • agent . has 
two main tasks: first, to discover 
the secret information that liis mas- 
ters require ; second, to convey that 
information by some, means to the 
people, who require it. Those are 
the functions of the secret agent as 
seen by the government that em- 
ploys him.”

The great missed opportunity lies 
in the very title - . Though we are 
told continually that Adnnt is fight- 
ing free of his father's shadow (the 
struggle costs him his place at the 
Kennedy's old school, Choate) little 
clue is given of the workings nf the 
relationship between famous father 
mid obscure son. This is surprising 
because the plot in the second half 
in which events in the different 
lives nf the two are interwoven, is 
handled with skill. But there are 
none of the powerful inner revela- 
tions of Holden Caulfield, the hero 
of the greatest saga of adolescenco ; 
of the fifties. Catcher in the Rye, 
which this book resembles in a num- 
ber of particular instances. The 
famous father has all the homeric 
quality of a disembodied robot 
speaking through a long distance 
telephone like a hangover Harvard 
seminar. Perhaps the famous really 
are like that.

He 
does not help readability by includ- 
ing dubious legends of the Hulhor 
Valmilri, or by using Sanskrit words- 
when English would have done us 
well. There is no advantage, in a 
book for “young readers” in 
speaking of rishis, ashramas or 
Sashlras. His story is clear but not 
outstanding.

A " little bit (two inches widu) of 
ivory" was just the thing for Juno 
Atistefvdnd.it also sufficed for the 
early English . craftsmen who 
fashioned crosses, crosiers and small 
boxes from the tusks of narwhals 
nr walruses — ivory from elephants 
was almost unknown, truly fabulous 
in the medieval period. 

In Carved from Ivory fto be shown 
on nflC 2 next Wednesday Michael 
Gill has photographed English 
ivories which formed part of an 
exhibition at the Victoria and Albert 
Miihi'Iiiii iivii years ugu. Now rnp- 
tutcil for posterity nil celluloid, they 
are presented with a chat oCt Crist i- 
cnllv niundiiiiii ciininieiiiiiry by Lord 
(’lark nf Civilization, a series also 
directed by Mr Gill. 

The craft nf English ivory-working 
started in the northern monasteries 
of sevcnih-centurv Britain. It was 
part uf the name flowering that pro- 
duced the Venerable Hede, the 
island nf saints and scholars and the 
Book of Kells. In these early ivories 
the ornament is vigorous and cur- 
sive. in the sncalled Celtic style — 
for, as Lord Clark points out, this 
is a misnomer ; the the style is 
found from Ireland to India, even- 
tually coming to rest in Islamic art. 

Like most of the poems which 
have survived in medieval manu- 
scripts. the carvings are predomin- 
ately Christian in llit-ir subjects — 
lhe virgin and child, ii.geiltvr wiili 
the crucifixion and the descent from 
die cross are favoured choice*. In 
other cultures and other periods the 
intimacy created by lhe miniature 
form might have seemed better, 
suited to the erotic rather than the 
iconosraphic. What sets English 
ivories apart from continental ones 
is the humanity and empathy in the 
intimate detail^ rather loan didactic 
purpose, a quality which Lord Clarke 
isolates us peculiarly English.
